Reports of Devastation Cominer 
in From all Parts of the 
United Kinirdom.

devastation w as general and It is feared 
the loss of life w as m uch g reater th an 
a t first RU|>posed.

All so rts of vessels w ere cau g h t In the 
gale and m any foundered, several w ith 
th eir entire crews. 
A g rea t num ber of

tho terrible list of fatalities.

blew w ith a velocity, a t tim es reaching 
iteventy-two m iles and th is continued 
several hours. 
All coast tow ns suffered

the land lines are still interrupted.

Manure from highly fed 
cattle that had been thrown into tlie 
open yard was divided iu the spring 
into four parcels. On one lot pulver­ 
ized phosphate rock or •‘floats” was 
dusted as It was piled; on a second lot 
acid phosphate or dissolved rock was 
dusted as it was piled; on another lot 
kainit or crude potash salt was seat- 
tered, and on the fourth gypsum or 
land plaster was applied, all these ma­ 
terials being used at the rate of forty 
pounds per ton of manure. 
At the 
same time four other lots were treated 
In the same way, the manure being 
taken from box stalls, where it had 
been allowed to accumulate under the 
feet of animals. 
The different lots 
were applied as a top dressing to corn 
and wheat with a raanure spreader, 
putting four to eight tons per acre. It 
-was found tliat acid phosphate appear­ 
ed to be tl»e material producing the 
largest and most profitable results as 
an addition and preservative of tlKi 
manure, but it was also Indicated tljat 
the pulverized floats may prove to be 
an economical material for the pur­ 
pose. Theyfelds were uniformly larger 
and the increase due to the addition 
of preservatives smaller In case of the 
stall marmro than in the case of the 
open yard manure, thus showing that 
the manure in the stalls suffered less 
loss than that in the open yard.—Prac­ 
tical Farmer.

Chicago Chronicle (Dcm.): Gover­ 
nor Yates is entitled to credit for ad­ 
dressing labor organizations as they 
ought to be addressed, if at all, by 
those who arc especially charged with 
administering 
and ‘executing 
the 
laws.

Governor Yates did well to warn 
organized labor against presuming up­ 
on its strength and attempting to I 
trample under foot the rights of men 
ami the guaranties and authority of 
law. He did well to remind the or­ 
ganized workers that powerful as they 
were, they had no more rights than 
* other men and that they were not 
powerful enough to pull down the laws 
of the land and set up laws of their 
own—that they 
were 
not 
strong 
enough to trample under foot the 
rights of* others who have, as the col 
leetive people, ordained the laws and 
their ministers not for the benefit o 
a class, but for the protection of al 
alike. 


Governor Yates did well to admon 
ish them that as an organization they 
must “respect the law of the land” 
and that the “law of the land must 
bo obeyed by all men.” The most o; 
what he said to the effect that bad 
laws affecting men 
who work for 
wages can easily be changed might 
better have been left unsaid. 
The 
thing which needed emphasizing was 
that, the laws must be obeyed' even by 
peoplo who dislike them, and’he said 
it without equivocation. 


The governor did weir also to call 
organized labor to account for its at­ 
titude of hostility toward the militia. 
Ho did well to show that an organized 
militia is. necessary to the public de­ 
fence against foreign enemies and 
for the protection of life and prop­ 
erty against domestic enemies. 
He 
did well to say: “The state guard has 
no enemies but the enemies of law. 
The guard commits no offense unless 
the upholding of law be an offense.” 


The inference as to organizations 
which hold aloof from the militia is 
sufficiently obvious in view of the 
fact, that those organizations evident­ 
ly hold aloof because they propose to 
gain their ends by mob violence and 
the overthrow of law if they cannot 
gain them lawfully.

Proceedings have been brought in 
the supremo court to test the goners 
taxation law of 3899 in relation 
the taxation of prcixjrty belonging to 
educational institutions. 


I'he asssossors of Cook county as 
scssed Northwestern university on the 
real estate which the university owns 
and the building occupied by the llli 
nois Trust Safety Deposit eompany 
the lessee. 
The Cook county board 
of review, acting on the opinion o 
G. L. Shepard, its attorney, vaca tec 
the assessment as to the Northwest 
ern uiiiversity and assessed the llli 
nois Trust Safety Ikjposit company 
the lesiice. for the amount in ques­ 
tion, the full valuation being $50,000. 
Attorney Shepard, in his opinipn,calls 
attention to the charter granted by 
the legislature to the Northwestern 
nniversity, approved Feb. 14, 1855, o 
which section 4 reads: 


“All i)roi)crty of whatever kind aiK 
description belonging to and by saic 
corporation shall be forever free from 
taxation of any and all purposes.” 
Ho cites the decisión' of the su- 
jTomc court of the United States in 
the appeal of the ca.se of Northwest- 
i‘ni university from the decision o 
the supreme court 
of 
Illinois, in 
wliich the supreme court of this state 
hfld that property of the university 
was subject to taxation under the gen­ 
eral revenue act of 1872, The Unitet 
States supreme court reversed the de­ 
cision of the Illinois court, holding 
that tlie general revenue act of Illi­ 
nois of 1872 was in violation of the 
constitution and was an impairment 
of the contract between the state of 
Illinois and Northwestern unvcrsity; 
that it was within the power of the 
legislature of Illinois to grant theex- 
emi}tion from taxation claimed anc 
that it did grant such exemption anc 
that any subsequent constitutional or 
statutory provisions impairing the 
charter were void and any .assessment 
of tlie university property for genera 
taxation unauthorized. 


Auditor McCullough certifies this 
statement of facts to the supreme 
court and states that since the Unitci 
States supreme court’s opinion no de­ 
cision has been made by the supreme 
court of Illinois. It is desired by the 
board of assessors of Cook county that 
the supreme court pass on the liability 
from taxation of property owned by 
educational institutions and not usee" 
for such purposes. He declined to ap­ 
prove the oHer of the board of re­ 
view of Cook county and certified the 
case to the supreme court for a de­ 
cision at the October term.
